fer that he never needed correction. 
He was a healthy boy, with a boy's 
faults, indeed. As his mother, it 
fell to my duty to chastise him, 
and I did it as wisely as I knew 
. But as he grew older he wae 
certainly as good a boy as anyone 
could desire. He helped his father 
about the farm after hours when 
he came home from the district 
school which he attended. He had 
his share of the choresjto do in the 
morning and in the evening. Dur- 
ing the summer he worked in 
fields according to his years, and 
in his later youth he did a big 
day's work without a imurmui 
He was a cheerful, dutiful son. 

"When he outgrew the district 
school he went to the academy in 
Cortland, and later attended the 
State Normal School, studying to 
fit himself to teach. I have said 
that he was of studious bent. He 
a voracious reader of history, 
tical subjects, and took great 
interest in public affairs. He was 
lignified young man, impressing 
who mei him with the fact that 
had a purpose. And at the same 
ne he was fall of good nature 
and dearly loved a joke." 

To a friend who urged him to 
oetttoidi. his ideas of judicial pro- 
priety and make a statement of his 
political views, and who expressed 
a fear that continued silence might 
prevent his nomination, Judge 
Parker said : 

"Then let the nomination go. It 
is an office that should neither be 
sought nor declined." — From 
New York World. 



At the close of the war Mr Davis 
first entered politics. Having been 
a strong Union man, his sympa- 
thies were at first with the Repub- 
lican party, and became a candi- 
date tor the Legislature. The dis- 
covery of trickery and dishonesty 
on the part of some of the Republi- 
can leaders in the State at the 
time, however, turned him from 
the party. Thoroughly honest and 
upright himself in all his dealings, 
he could not tolerate disdonesty in 
politics, and he. therefore, cut 
loose entirely from the Republican 
organization and joined the opposi 
tion. In 1866 he was elected to 
the lower house in the Legislature 
as a Union-Conservative, and took 
a leading part in its deliberations 
Two years later he was chosen 
State Senator as a Democrat. 

In 1871 he was elected Unitet 
States Senator from West Virginii 
as a Democrat, succeeding W. T 
Willey. He received almost 1 
unanimous vote of the Legislature, 
even Republicans voting for him. 
Six years later he was re-elected, 
and during two years of the latter 
period, when the Democrats were 
in control of the Senate, he held 
the important position of chairman 
of the Committee on Appropria 
tion. He was, in fact, one of the 
leaders of the Senate. At the ex- 
piration of his second term he de- 
clined to become a candidate for re- 
election, fearing that by longei 
service in the Senate he would 
jeopardize his business interests in 
the State by reason of his inability 
to devote his entire time and 
tention to them. By retiring f 
office Senator Davis did not c 



held two years ago in the City of 
Mexico. Another project in which 
Senator Davis is interested is the 
international railway project, which 
contemplates a continuous road 
from Boston to Santiago, Chile 
and Bnenor Ayres. In this under- 
taking he is associated with An- 
drew Carnegie. Senator Davis and 
Mr. Carnegie provided the funds 
for sending representatives to Cen- 
tral and South America to investi- 
gate the project. The Senator 
realizes, of course, that it is a 
work of the future, and that while, 
despite his good health and pros- 
pects of many years of useful life, 
he may not live to see it an accom- 
plished fact, he wishes to be known 
as one of those who foresaw 
possibilities and was the first to 
aid in the undertaking.

Paris held a great Exposition in 
1900 but failed to produce any fea- 
ture to take the place of the Kit!.-. 
Tower. St. Louis, in 1904, planned 
and produced the greatest Exposi- 
tion the world has ever seen. As 
Pans failed to outdo her own EMM 
Tower , so did St. Lcuis fail to equal 
the far-famed Ferris Wheel. 

The problem of moving the Fer- 
ris Wheel from Chicago to St. Louis 
was stupendous— 4,200 tons of ma- 
terial, including the 70-ton axle, be- 
sides engines, boilers and derricks 
and falsework, had to he transport- 
ed. One hundred and seventy-five 
freight cars were required. 

The Wheel is built upon the bi. 
cycle principle, with immense ten 
sion spokes, 2 15-10 in. diam. The 
wheel is 250 ft. in diameter and 
Btands 264 ft. high. In reality it 
is two wheels securely braced to- 
gether. Between the outer rims of 
these wheels the eleven-ton cars are 
suspended on 6 J in, pins, 6 ft. long, 
2ars are 13 ft. wide, 2C> ft 
long, 9 ft. high and will carry 6( 
persons each. There are 36 of 
them, so the total capacity of the 
wheel is 2, 160 persons. At several 
times in its history the Wheel has 
been filled to its capacity. The 
axle of the Wheel is a solid steel 
forging. 32 in. in diameter and 45 

fib IV/iigj. 

The weight of the wheel is car- 
ried upon two four-post towers, 6 
ft. square on top and 40x50 ft. at 
the base. These in turn rest upon 
solid concrete a::d steel iieam pil- 
lars, which are carried down tt 
solid rock, 26 ft. below the surface 
of the ground. The towers are 
anchored to the bottom>of this mass 
of concrete by 2x0 in. eyebars, so 
that the Wheel is perfectly safe. 



Comrade Tells How Vice Presi- 
dential Candidate Bnstled. 



Adam Medley, who for fifty years 
n an engine on the Haltimore & 
Ohio railroad, says Henry G. Davis, 
the Democratic Vice Presidential 
candidate, was as big a railroad 
as he is a politician and finan- 
cier. He says he ought to know, 
he ran the engine and Mr. 
Davis had charge of the train as 
conductor for a number of years on 
the main line of the Baltimore k, 
Ohio railroad. 

Medley, who has long since been 
retired and placed on a salary, 
could hardly contain himself when 
he heard that his former compan- 
ion had been named for so dis- 
tinguished an office. 

'We ran from Baltimore to 
Wheeling in those days," said Mr. 
Medley, "and Davis was on hand 
when the clock struck the hour, 
and I can tell you that every min- 
ute of the time after that he was 
keenly alive to the interests of the 
company. He wae pretty well up 
in the railroad worid when I met 
him. He had been braking and 
was just then getting his eyes open, 
so to speak. He began to take an 
interest in the vacant land along 
the line, and frequently spoke of 
the rich mining prospects offered 
by various inviting tracts ot coal 
property in the mountainous dis- 
tricts. 

"Sliortly after Davis aid I rcir-d- 
ed out a pretty good spell of rail- 
roading he was called to the agency 
of the company at 1'iedmont. I 
can tell you that was a pretty big 
thing in those days, about as big 
as a district superintendence- is 
now. He was the big man from 
that on, but no matter how big he 
got from a railroad point of view, 
no matter how his authority in- 
creased, he wae the same old 
'Henry G.' Shortly after he was 
promoted to the Piedmont ollice he 
began to carry out the plans he had 



Hendricks, who had been a candi- 
date for President, would not ac- 
ept the nomination for Vsce Presi 
dent and that it would go to Sena- 
tor Davis. Senator Davis refused, 
however, to allow his name to be 
considered and threw his strength 
to Mr. Hendricks, who was nomi- 
nated on the ticket with Cleveland 
and elected. Senator Davis was 
called into consultation with the 
Democratic President-elect upon 
the matter of the selection of mem- 
bers of his Cabinet, and bad the 
Treasury portfolio gone to any 
other than a New York man, 
Senator Davis would undouotedly 
have filled that important posi- 
tion. 

In 1888 Senator Davis was 
urged to accept the nomination for 
Governor, but he declined. In the 
ter of attending Democratic 
National Conventions it is said 
that his record exceeds that of any 
other Democrat in the country. 
He has been a delegate to six 
National Conventions of his party, 
and again this year headed the 
West Virginia delegation to the St. 
Louis Convention, matting in all 
seven National Conventions of 
which he has been a member. 

Senator Davis was one of the 
United States delegates who formu- 
lated the scheme for bringing the 
republics of North, Central and 
Sou tli America together, which re- 
sulted in the establishment of the 
Bureau of American Republics. 
He was also a delegate to the 
second international conference,

BOUNTIES PAID ON WOLVES. 

Increase in Number of Animals Swells 
the Amount in Western 
States. 

The wolf is more dreaded of 
humanity than any other animal. 
No doubt we of to-day inherit that 
dread from ancestor who had oc- 
casion to fear the long fuuged 
quadruped, for there are few por- 
tions of the world to duy where 
the wolf is really dangerous to 
mankind, says Field and Stream. 

Dangerous to man's pocket, to 
his berda and flocks, he is still to- 
day in many portions of the coun- 
try. A ranch in Montana or Mex- 
ico may pay many hundreds of dol- 
lars a year for gray wolf si nlps. 
Such a scalp is cheap at $12 or $15 
to the rancher, for the gray rob- 
ber would certainly have de- 
stroyed many times that value in 
calves or colts from the range. 
Yet in spite of all the warfare 
made upon them and all the prices 
put upon their heads these 
dreaded, mysterious, ghost lUce, 

terror inspiring creatures still 
hold their own. Outcast! for ages, 
hated, persecuted, they still en- 
dure, each for himself and with- 
out a friend on earth, even among 
his own kind. 

Laat year the Btate of Minne- 
sota paid over $0,000 a month in 
the beat of the wolf season. One 
day of the month of last March 
the state auditor paid $0,158.60 iu 
wolf bounties. The total for the 
few months preceding was $36,- 
548.50. On this basis the current 
year will foot up nearly as much 
aa the two years preceding, which 
appears to indicate that Brother 
Wolf is holding his own, even as 
a matter of commerce. In many 
parts of the western cattle range 
the gray wolves are increasing 
rather' than decreasing.

Minister of Interior Von Plehve 
was assassinated Thursday morn- 
ing while driving to the Baltic sta- 
tion to visit the Emperor at Peter- 
bof Palace. 

A bomb was thrown under the 

shattering it. M. Von Plehve wai 
terribly mangled. 

Senator Vor, Plehve was appoint- 
ed Minister of the Interior April 18, 
1902, succeeding M. Sipiagune, 
who was assassinated April 10, 
1902, by a student named Bilscha- 
neff. 

Several plots to assassinate the 
Minister have been discovered dur- 
iug the last two years, which period 
uas been nutrked by strong politi- 
cal rivalry between the Minister r%t 
the Interior and former Minister ol 
Finance, M. Witte.

Look Alter Tonr Seed Corn. 

The matter of seed corn is seem 
ingly somewhat out of question, 
But, like tobacco, seed corn is a 
twelve months' cmp Thprefnrp, 
all seasons are suitable for seed 
corn talk; especially to those who 
take some pains to improve their 
corn. The corn crop as it now 
stands in the field, is far enough 
along in growth to enable one to 
pass judgment on the individual 
plants. 

Improvement in plants of all 
kinds is brought about by the se- 
lection of the beet plants for 
"motb-r plants," mm uy rogueing 
or culling out the worst or the 
most undesirable plants. The 
seed corn patch, or that part of the 
corn field which has been set apart 
to grow the seed corn for the next 
year, should now be gone over and 
all undesirable plants chopped out. 
There are the weakly, spindling 
plants, which, if they ever 
bear an ear, will be pulled down 
by its weight. Out with them 
Then, there are the undersized 
plants. They should be cut down 
is should also those with short 
eaves and with narrow, ribbon like 
leaves. A broad, long leaf 
good indication of constitution and 
liuift. riaulb leapoud to thosi 
little extra attentions quite as 
much as animals do. This thor 
ough care is a necessary part o! 
thoroughbredness. — F r o m Inland 
Farmer.
